Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1968,  having  taken  up  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  the  6th  January, 196 9, following  the  retirement  of  Dr, P. A. Crowley 
on  that  date.  From  the  address  above  it  will  also  be  noted  that  the 
office  of  the  Medical  Officer  is  now  at  Tonbridge,  the  transfer  having 
taken  place  on  6th  May, 1969. 

The  population  at  mid-year  1968  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  was  16,490  compared  with  16,570  in  1967. 

The  total  niunber  of  live  births  registered  was  242 
(ll7  males  and  125  females).  The  number  of  births  per  thousand  of  the 
population  was  14.7  (the  corresponding  rate  for  1967  was  13.9)  and  this 
rate  when  corrected  for  comparison  with  other  districts,  and  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole,  was  18,5.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.9. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year 
was  203  (lOl  males  and  102  females).  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the 
Rural  District  was  11,3  compared  with  the  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  11,9. 


The  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  the  age  of 
one  year  was  6,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  12.4.  The  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18,3. 

Infectious  Disease;  1968  proved  to  be  an 
exception  year  as  only  eight  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
during  the  whole  year,  (six  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  two  of  Measles), 

There  have  been  some  legislative  changes  during  1968 
in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases,  in  consonance  with  modern 
conditions.  For  example,  Pneumonia  is  no  longer  notifiable,  while  Infective 
Jaundice  now  is. 

Information  regarding  the  number  of  persons  immunised 
and  vaccinated  during  the  year  appears  on  Page  These  details  have  been 
supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  whom  I offer  my  thanks.

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NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE. 


Evening  Service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  a-re  bedridden 
or  housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  Service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks,  unless  there 
are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who 
are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.

FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE. 


After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during 
the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness 
or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circtunstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period 
of  service  is  limited  to  three  months 

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are 
much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live. 

The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to 
keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive 
training  for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by 
a follow-up  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical 
evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after 
the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve 
hours  a week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.
